ANCIENT AxVILS 
NOW IN USE TO 
PRODUCE ARMOR 


‘Washington, D. C., Aug. 4.—[Spe- 
cial.jJ—In the armorer's work shop of 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art 
New York, on anvils and by hammers 
actually used during the middle ages, 
helmets, shields, and breast plates are 
being wrought today for the use of 
Aaaerican soldiers overseas. Even in 
designs the armor differs but slightly 
from that worked out by the old time 
armor makers under the guidance of 
such masters as Leonardo, 
Duerer, and others. 

Maj. Bashford, dean and: former cu- 
rator of the museum's armor collection 
and now of the American ordnance de- 
partment; Daniel Tachoux, a French 
artist and his young French assistant, 
Sergt. Bartel, also of the ordnance de- 
partment, are busily engaged in con- 
structing ancient. armor for modern 
soldiers. 

They find that 80 completely were 
armor defenses studied in the past that 
nearly all the technical huggestions of 
Gen. Pershing or the ordnance depart- 
ment experts are embodied in elaborate 
detail in the pieces in the museum’s 
collection, which ranks seventh among 
the famous armor collections. 

Included among these are about nine- 
ty kinds of anvils and “stakes,” sev. 
eral hundred different types of ham- 
mers, curious shears, and instruments 
the very knowledge of which has today 
almost disappeared, since there exist 
but few armorers who have inherited 
the skill of their ancestors.

Under this agreement no business 
can be transacted until Aug. 26, and 
after that date, under a similar ar- 
rangement, the senate must proceed to f 
the consideration of the war time pro- 
hibition amendment. The agreement 
provides that the prohibition. amend- 
ment shall be kept before the senate 
until voted upon. A stubborn fight on 
this question is regarded as inevitable. 

Prohibition in the Way. 

There is a proviso in the unanimous 
consent agreement which would per. 
mit the transaction of business upon 
three days’ notice given by a quorum 
of the _Senate. Even if leaders suc- 
ceeded in taking advantage of this pro- 
vigo, they still would be confronted by 
the airtight agreement to consider the 
prohibition amendment. 


Either the prohibition agreement 
must be set aside or man power legis- 
lation must wait. If the prohibition 
agreement. stands, action on the man 
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Oct. 1. Meanwhile class 1 of the pres- 
ent draft will be perilously close to 
exhaustion. 

With this situation before the senate, 
those in charge of the draft legisla- 
tion were confident a way would be 
found to get prompt action on the 
measure shortly after the expiration 
of the three day recess program.

Union members, like members of a 
political party or of a corporation, are led astray 
by their own limitations of intelligence, their pas- 
sions, their prejudices, their selfish interests. But 
0 are their employers, and so are all of us. It 
js true labor leaders sometimes bully or break 
faith. So do some employers. Both should be 
judged by the same standard, ä 
olear enough to themselves, and they make some 
mistakes of policy which are not go clear to them. 
Unions which elect men without character, a 
rafter in one case, a demagogue in another, unions 
which let cliques run them and exploit them are 
showing the same faults that many communities 
do when they elect year after year politicians unfit 
to serve them, who are constantly deceived by men 
whose chief attribute is a laud voice, an olly tongue, 
2 slippery conscience. We do not damn all demoo- 
racy because this is true of it, We hope constant- 


efficiency, and right conduct. Unionism and its 
critics may well do the same for it. 
It is deplorable that for years the relations be- 
tween employer and employed have been condi- 
tioned by a determined and often short sighted 
struggle to get as much on the one hand and to give 
2 little on the other as possible. This perpetual 
_ struggle is bad for both sides, because it is bad 
tor the common enterprise. We hope and we de- 
lieve both capital and labor are beginning to learn 
tus truth that at bottom their interest is common 
and that divisions of profit should be worked out 
on a basis of fair dealing, in the recognition of 
each other’s point of view and of each other's 
legitimate needs. We believe capital is today dis. 
_ posed to recognize the claims of labor to a larger 
and surer share of the common product and a 
larger share in the control of conditions. This is 
notably true of England, where, taught especially 
by the interdependence and comradeship of war, 
great employers are openly declaring that labor 


enterprises and a greater share of their profits. 
We believe this movement toward a democratiza- 
tion of industry is Inevitable and beneficent for all 
concerned and will be realized in America. | 

Organized labor in Great Britain has been one 
of the factors of salvation in this war, and in our 
country it has been a bulwark of loyalty. For this 
it is winning recognition, and wise men will welcome 
the essentially conservative character of the ex- 
pansion of labor organization throughout American 
industry. The mistakes of policy, such as restric- 
tion of output, breach of contract, jurisdictional 
strikes, etc., we believe will be corrected by the 
’ gommon sense and justice of the American worker 
and his enlightened leaders, since they are evils 
which strike at the welfare of the worker and of 
‘organized labor as vitally as at that of the em- 
ployer. But the best way to hasten their dis- 
appearance is for the employers frankly to recog - 
nas the defects in their own policies and to place 
their dealing with employés on a plane of generous 

Tun Trinune would like to see the calling of a 
congress of leading employers and union leaders 
to formulate a platform of principles for their com- 
mon benefit and guidance. We believe the moment 
is opportune for the evolution of a new understand- 
tng between American capital and labor and that 
buch an understanding, intelligently established 
and loyally supported by both sides, would be the 
greatest act in our history since the founding of 
our political liberties. In the difficult and perilous 
period after the war the fanatic and the demagogue 
will have opportunities for destruction unprece- 
dented in the fortunate history of this country. 


An understanding between the responsible leaders |, 


of industry, in labor and capital, will be the best, if 
not, Indeed, the only safeguard against the Bol-

| SIDELIGHTS OF THE DAY M WASHINGTON 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 
Washington, D. C., Aug. 4-—([Spe- 
clal.)}—The highest ranking general 
in the United States army and two 
of the temporary corps commanders 
inline for Heutenant generalships were, 
F little more than a year ago, colo- 
nels working at desks as assistants 
to Adj. Gen. McCain. 

Gen. Peyton March, who as chief 
of staff ranks Pershings and all the 
other army officers, is one of the 
three. The other two are Maj. Gen. 
Wiiliam Wright and Maj. Gen. George 
W. Read, who have just been des. 
ignated as commanding officers of two 
of the five corps organized in France. 
The country has learned a great 


few months, since he came back from 
his post of chief of artillery in France 
to bring the general staff out of its 
peace time rut and build it into an ef- 
fective war machine. . 

The other two officers are not so 
well known to the public, but their 
friends in Washington know that, as 
the American forces grow and are 
sent into battle as organized corps 
under their own commanders, the 
country will hear a great deal of 


Wright and Read and Maj. Gens, Hun- 


ter Liggett, Robert L. Bullard, and 


Omar Bundy, the five corps com- 
manders.

It may be something of an index to 
Gen: Wright’s character to say that

Gen. Wright believes in being

the administration and the war depart- 
ment supply chiefs. He is a plain, 
blunt citizen of the successful business 


man type, absolutely fearless and per- 


fectly able to take care of himself in 
any situation.

Gen. Read is an entirely different 
type. He is a mild mannered, soft 
spoken, courteous gentleman who 
could not swagger if he tried, but a 
remarkably efficient officer with a rec 
ord for getting things done. 

When the national defense act was 
passed before the United States en- 
tered the war, authorizing the increase 
of the regular army to war strength, 
Gen. Read, then a colonel, was picked 
for the job. Before he left to take a 
brigade to France he had recruited the 
regulars to double war strength. Since 
getting to France Gen. Read was first 
promoted to major general and given 
a division, and now he is given com- 
mand of six divisions in a corps. 

Before coming for their four year 
assignment in Washington, Gens. Read 
and Wright—B. L. T. might twist a 
wheeze from the names—had long 
years of experience in command of 
troops in the field. Wright was an in- 
fantryman, but a graduate of the in- 
fantry and cavalry school. Read was 
a cavalryman, last serving as lieuten- 
ant colonel of cavalry in 1914 before 
coming to Washington to join the dis- 
tinguished group in the adjutant gen- 
eral’s office.
